New Veterans 
Housing Order 
On Soil Pipe

Veterans' Housing Program 
Order 3, which prohibits the 
use of cast iron soil pipe more 
than five*'feet beyond the build­ 
ing line of a new structure, will 
make enough of this pipe avail­ 
able in Southern California to 
equip more than 25,000 new 
homes by the end of 1947, Louis 
M. D r e v e s, regional director 
here of the Civilian Production 
Administration construction di­ 
vision, estimated. .

Assessed Value 
Of L.A. County 
Up 27.8 Percent

Assessed value of taxable pro­ 
perty in Los Angeles county in 
creased 27.8 per cent during the 
war years, amounting to $3,299,- 
574,610 for the present year, 
compared with $2,581,841,644 for 
1941-42, California's Taxpayers' 
Association said today, making 
public its study of valuations, in 
California counties.

Assessed value of taxable pro­ 
perty throughout California in­ 
creased 23.8 per cent during the 
war years, this year's valuation 
amounting to $9,100,823,858, 
compared with $7,350,926,865 for 
1941-42.

Biggest percentages increase 
in valuation was in Solano coun­ 
ty, up 54.6 percent, to $68,155,- 
640 this year from the $44,089,- 
576 value for 1941-42. Other 
large relative increases In coun­ 
ties were 45.3 per cent fdr Con­ 
tra Costa,- 43.9 per cent for 
Ventura, 42.3 per cent for San 
Diego, 41.1 percent for River-

,_..., __.4 for'Santa Clara, 35.9 
for Shasta, 36.5 for Stanislaus, 
31.5 for- Fresno, 34.2 for Lake, 
and 32 per cent for Napa.

Other counties .which show 
increases above the state aver­ 
age are: Los Angeles, 27.8; Mo­ 
no, 27.5; Orange, 27.3; Sacra­ 
mento, 26.6; San Bernardino, 
29.6; and Tulare, 27.2.
